MP pleads: ‘Bring health care 
in Harlow into 21 st century’ 

Halfon praises staff but tells House of Commons about need for a new hospital

PRINCESS Alexandra NHS Trust has welcomed the 
support from MP Robert Halfon for a new hospital to 
be built in Harlow. 

The Harlow MP spoke in the House of Commons 
on Wednesday, October 18, to address the need to 
replace the 1960s-built infirmary with a brand new 
health campus that will “bring healthcare in Harlow 
into the 21st century.” 

Mr Halfon told Westminster Hall that despite 
securing extra funding to improve the hospital over 
the years, the time had come to replace the deteri¬ 
orating infrastructure. 

He said: “There is only so much that can be done 
as the hospital stands. 

“It is for those reasons that I am putting forward 
the case today for capital funding for a new health 
campus in Harlow, bringing together accident and 
emergency services, GP provision, social care, 
physiotherapy and a new ambulance hub, bringing 
health care in Harlow into the 21st century,” he 
added. 

He went on to praise the staff at Princess Alex¬ 
andra, but added that their professionalism and 
hard work would “go to waste” if they continue to 
work in a hospital that is not fit for purpose. 

Incredible 


“I have visited the Princess Alexandra Hospital 
many times,” he added. 

“I defy the minister to find more professional and 
dedicated staff, doctors and nurses, working day and 
night to look after the people of Harlow and the 
surrounding area. 

“I’ve seen incredible work in the A&E, intensive 
care and the maternity and children’s units. 

“That is why I know that the staff working in PAH 
are second to none. 

“However, this professionalism and hard work 
will go to waste unless our hospital is fit for pur¬ 
pose.” 

The current structure was first built in 1966 
and serves a population of 350,000 people in 
Harlow and the surrounding areas. 

But the hospital was given an ‘overall inad¬ 
equate’ rating in a report by the Care Quality 
Commission in 2016, citing that its estate was 
in need of repairs that could cost ‘tens of 
millions’. 

NHS England officials suggested that refur- 
bishments would be more fitting than 
the development of a new hospital 
due to capital funding restraints. 

Mr Halfon described this solu¬ 
tion as “the equivalent of an 
Elastoplast; a short-term 
option”. 



“We have developed a Strategic Outline Case 
which has been submitted to our regulator, 
NHS Improvement, and we are looking to develop 
an Outline Business Case within the next 12 
months. 

“I welcome Mr Halfon’s vision and recognition 
and am grateful for his support for us in Par¬ 
liament.”

Man jailed for 
five years after 
nine-year-old 
girl runs from 
assault attempt

POLICE have said a little girl 
“escaped every parent’s worst 
nightmare” after being lured into 
a Harlow woods by a serious sex 
offender. 

John Mercer of Quarry Spring, 
who has young children of his 
own, called out to the young girl 
on a warm summer’s evening on 
June 17 of this year. 

The Harlow dad abducted the 
nine-year-old before taking her to 
the woods and trying to sexually 


assault her. 

The 30-year-old approached a 
girl who was out playing with 
friends and when she was alone, 
he walked her to a wooded area 
where he said he wanted to talk to 
her about sex and attempted to 
touch her. 

Parents 

The distressed and frightened 
girl ran off and informed her par¬ 
ents. 

When police arrested Mercer, 
they found images of indecent 
images on an online file he had 


access to through his mobile 
phone. 

Many of these were of the most 
serious category. 

He was charged with abducting 
a child, attempted sexual assault, 
and three counts of making inde¬ 
cent images of children. 

He pleaded guilty at Chelms¬ 
ford Crown Court on Sunday, July 
17 and was sentenced on Friday, 
October 27 to five years in jail in 
total. 

He must also sign the Sex 
Offenders’ Register for life and 
was made subject of a sexual 



harm prevention order, which 
will run indefinitely.

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Drug dealer is jailed 

Judge tells defendant he ‘threw away his last chance’ 




Blake was found guilty of drug dealing

A HARLOW drug dealer has been 
jailed after throwing away his 
“last chance” following an earlier 
conviction. 

Kirahn Blake, 21, was handed a 
six-month prison sentence after 
admitting to dealing cannabis and 
breaching the terms of an earlier 
sentence. 

He appeared at Chelmsford 
Crown Court on Wednesday, Octo¬ 
ber 24, when Judge Patricia 
Lynch told him he “deserved” the 


sentence he received. 

On June 4, officers from a local 
drugs team were on patrol in Wil- 
lowfield, Harlow when they 
became aware of Blake acting sus¬ 
piciously. 

He was seen darting across the 
road and was covering his face 
seemingly to evade a marked 
police car that was in the area. 

Blake went out of sight but he 
was soon caught after he ran into 
a set of garages and was found 
hiding in the front garden of a 
house nearby. 

A police dog was called and was 


able to conduct an area search 
where a “man bag” was found in a 
bush. 

Inside the bag, officers found 
£900 in cash split up into £100 
folds, a broken iPhone and a bank 
card in his name. 

They did not find any drugs but 
Blake was arrested on suspicion 
of being concerned in the supply 
of cannabis. 

A further phone was found on 
his body and were analysed by 
officers and a drugs expert who 
confirmed the messages were 
linked to the supply of cannabis. 


The “burner” phone was 
described as cheap and was not 
registered to anyone and there¬ 
fore could be disposed of quickly. 

A total of 53 of messages linked 
him to dealing and were dated 
from the previous day. 

Some of the texts found read: 

Blake who has previous con¬ 
victions for offences, including 
burglary and drug possession. 

Prosecuting lawyer Miss Dav¬ 
ison argued that he had “some 
awareness of the scale of the oper¬ 
ation,” and played somewhat of a 
“significant role.” 


Mitigating lawyer, Mr Halsall, 
said: “He is a young man, a man 
with some prospects, he has both 
education and further education 
behind him. 

“Mr Blake is a man who is 
prepared to take some respons¬ 
ibility for his actions and who 
could benefit from some kind of 


drug rehabilitation. 

“He is at the cusp of manhood, 
there is hope there.” 

Judge Lynch saidd: “I said if 
you ever came before me again, I 
would have no hesitation in send¬ 
ing you to prison and that is what 
I’m going to do because I gave you 
a chance on the last occasion.”

and cocaine in car 


Police found 


more than 50 wraps during operation

A HARLOW drug dealer hid more 
than 50 wraps of crack cocaine 
and heroin in his car in an organ¬ 
ised drug operation named Mel¬ 
low. 

Shaquille Davis, 21, admitted 
possession with intent to supply 
both cocaine and heroin after 
police recovered 52 wraps con¬ 
cealed behind a plastic section 
within his vehicle. 

In August, shortly before mid¬ 
night, police were made aware of a 
Vauxhall Astra that was driven by 
the defendant. 

Tagline 

There was a suggestion that the 
vehicle was being used for drug 
dealing under the tagline ‘Mel¬ 
low’, which was an operation sup¬ 
plying crack cocaine and heroin 
to the Harlow area. 

Officers stopped the vehicle 
and on questioning, the defendant 
provided false information. 

Davis gave officers a fake name 
of Phillip Prince and also gave 
them a false date of birth. 

On questioning, Davis said that 
he had not been arrested before, 
but police became suspicious of

his details after searching the 
name Phillip Prince and discov¬ 
ering he had been arrested 
before. 


An officer could see money and 
a mobile phone inside the car and 
he was arrested on suspicion of 
being concerned with the supply 


of drugs. 

He was taken to Harlow police 
station where he was strip 
searched. 

While officers were searching 
the car, they removed a piece of 
plastic from above the steering 
wheel where they found 52 small 
wraps of heroin and crack 
cocaine. He was then arrested for 
possession with intent to supply. 

Two mobile phones and £120 in 
cash were also recovered and on 
his satellite navigation system 
there were a number of postcodes 
for addresses in Harlow. 

Searched 

The defendant’s home in Lon¬ 
don was searched, where his 
brother told officers he did not 
live there but stayed there from 
time-to-time. 

In his wardrobe police found 
two further mobile phones. 

Traffic cameras in Harlow 
picked up the vehicle 37 times in 
just one week. 

The defendant was also found to 
have just a provisional license 
and had no insurance. 

On September 6, he entered a 
guilty plea for all matters. 

Judge Lynch adjourned the 
case until November 15. 


Man is spared prison 
despite breaching of 
a suspended sentence 


A MAN from Harlow avoided jail 
after being found with just ten 
pounds worth of cannabis. 

Jordan Henry, 31, admitted to 
possessing cannabis and 
breaching a suspended sentence. 

He was stopped by officers and 
admitted to having a small bag of 
cannabis and a further small bag 
at his home address worth 
around £10. 

Henry made a full admission 
in his police interview and 
entered a guilty plea at the 
earliest opportunity. 

On May 19, he was given a 
nine month prison sentence 
which was suspended for 24 
months. 

Previous 

He has previous convictions 
including possession including 
intent to supply and he received 
a suspended sentence of two 
years for possessing 40 grams of 
cannabis and £1,000 in cash. 

Mitigating lawyer, Ms Fraser, 
said: “The amount of cannabis 
was a small amount for his own 
personal use. 

“He has just found himself 
some work where he was just 
starting to show a real 
commitment to working. 

“He has now been offered a 
long term placement from the 
people he works for which tells 
me he has shown some 
commitment. 

“Mr Henry now has a 
permanent address and a 
girlfriend who has never been in

trouble with the police and has 
confirmed that they work 
together to make a future for 
themselves. 

“At 31 years of age, he seems to 
be showing a sense of maturity.” 

Ms Fraser also added that he 
has an addiction to cannabis and 
is working hard to cut it out of 
his life. 

At Chelmsford Crown court on 
Wednesday of last week (October 
25), Judge Lynch handed him a 
six month deferred sentence 
telling the court: “I will want 
proof of his job, proof that he has 
been working hard and proof of 
his secure relationship.” 

Mr Henry will next appear in 
Chelmsford Crown Court on 
April 25, 2018.

A HARLOW man whose car careered into the path of 
an oncoming Range Rover carrying a young child 
had traces of morphine and methadone in his 
system, an inquest has heard. 

Paul Pennings, 46, was driving on the B1393 High 
Road towards Harlow when his Volkswagen Polo 
smashed into the car travelling in the opposite 
direction towards Epping on Saturday, July 1. 

The force of the crash projected Mr Pennings, of 
Little Pynchons, into the steering wheel of his 
Volkswagen, Essex Coroner’s Court heard last 
Thursday afternoon. 

Although medics were called to the scene, Mr 
Pennings was pronounced dead shortly after 3pm. 

An investigation conducted by Essex Police found 
there were no suspicious circumstances surround¬ 
ing the tragic crash. 

A post-mortem examination carried out at Prin¬ 
cess Alexandra Hospital gave a cause of death as 
multiple traumatic injuries due to a traffic col¬ 
lision. 

But a toxicology report found Mr Pennings, who 
was born in Balham, had traces of drugs in his 
system which included morphine and methadone. 

The only evidence heard during the hearing came 
from the spoken testimony of PC Katherine Burke, 
one of the officers who attended the scene of the 
collision. 

PC Burke explained that neither adverse weather 
conditions or mechanical faults had contributed to 
the accident which claimed Mr Penning’s life. 

“We could find no evidence it had been in contact 
with another vehicle prior to the accident,” said PC 
Burke when asked about Mr Penning’s Polo. 

Opposite lane 

Witness evidence and forensic examination of the 
scene showed Mr Pennings had driven almost fully 
into the opposite lane moments before crashing into 
a Range Rover Evoke driven by Joahnne Van Praagh 
- whose daughter was sat in a booster seat. 

The collision saw both vehicles spin away from 
each other, with the Polo forced backwards by the 
larger car’s weight and centre of gravity. 

“It’s likely he intended to brake before the col¬ 
lision,” added PC Burke. 

“The brake pad was to the floor of the vehicle.” 

She also explained how during the aftermath of 
the crash, a witness found Mr Pennings had not been 
wearing a seatbelt. 

Instead, he had wrapped the strap around his 
right arm. 

Despite one witness’s assertion Mr Pennings had 
attempted to overtake a vehicle in front, police were 
unable to find any other evidence to corroborate 
this. 

Officers also found nothing to suggest Mr Pen¬ 
nings had fallen asleep behind the wheel, but con¬ 
ceded the possibility he had become unwell or 
suffered a medical episode. 

“Probable elevated levels of drugs in his system 
could have been a factor in the collision,” sum¬ 
marised PC Burke. 

Police were also unable to establish whether a text 
message read by Mr Pennings shortly before the 
incident could have played its part, as the phone’s 
time settings were incorrect. 

Having considered the evidence, Senior Coroner 
Caroline Beasley-Murray recorded that Mr Pen¬ 
nings died as a result of an accident. 

Before formally concluding the inquest, Mrs Beas¬ 
ley-Murray expressed her sympathy to Mr Pen¬ 
nings’ family, who decided not to attend.

Hassan later again stated he 
was not driving at the time but 
failed to nominate a driver. 

At Colchester Magistrates’ 
Court on he was banned from 
driving for six months, fined 
£1,000 and must pay a victim 
surcharge of £100.

Joe Badcock, 21, entered the High Street store in 
Old Harlow, at around 8.20pm on May 3, where staff 
member Mrs Opoku, noticed him holding his 
stomach. 

On Friday, October 27, Badcock was sentenced at 
Chelmsford Crown Court and detained under the 
Mental Health Act. 

Prosecuting, Mr Baig said: “The defendant 
entered the shop and selected a bottle of wine, not 
particularly expensive, and Mrs Okopu asked if he 
wanted any help and he said ‘no’. 

“He went to leave the store and Mrs Okopu 
stopped him and noticed he had been holding his 
stomach. She went to challenge him and he pulled 
out what turned out to be an imitation firearm, a BB 
gun. 

Pointing 

“She thought it was a toy, however from the 
reactions of the other customers and the subsequent 
pointing it at her head, she changed her view.” 

Badcock then made off with the £6.99 bottle of 
Barefoot Pinot Grigio. 

Police subsequently went to his home on May 4, 
after Badcock’s father’s partner discovered the 
bottle. 

Badcock suffers with ADHD and Huntingdon’s 
disease, meaning he is subject to a mental health 
order as opposed to a custodial sentence. 

He will remain in a health facility for an indefinite 
period of time. 

Passing sentence, Judge Patricia Lynch said: “As 
you have heard me say, I have had reports from two 
doctors. Both of them say that you have an estab¬ 
lished diagnosis of Huntingdon’s and recognised 
ADHD. 

“Therefore, these il l nesses combined and indi¬ 
vidually are recognised mental disorders within the 
Mental Health Act 1983.” 

Badcock has been detained under section 37 of the 
Mental Health Act, after pleading guilty to one 
charge of robbery and possession of a firearm with 
intent.

THE number of people aged 90 or 
older has more than doubled in 
Harlow during the past 15 years - 
leaving it as the most rapidly age¬ 
ing town in Britain. 

The only place to have faster 
growth than this was the City of 
London, which has a relatively 
tiny population of less than 10,000 
people. 

In 2001 there were 284 people 
aged 90 or older in Harlow which 
had more than doubled to 648 
people, a rise of 128 per cent, by 
2016. 

The average across the UK was 
a 52 per cent increase. 

Back in 2001, the very oldest 
people made up one person in 
every 277 in Harlow, compared to 
one in 133 last year. 

Proportion 

Even so, Harlow still had a 
lower-than-average proportion of 
people aged 90 or older - the UK 
average stood at one person in 
every 115 aged 90 or older 

Other parts of Essex saw sim¬ 
ilarly rapid increases in the eld¬ 
erly population. 

The number of people in Brent¬ 
wood the population aged 90 or 
older rose 91 per cent between 
2001 and 2016. 

In Rochford it was 90 per cent 
and in Uttlesford 87 per cent. 

Tendring had much slower 
growth but has the highest share 


of elderly people in Essex at one 
person in every 66. 

Data released last month from 
the Office for National Statistics 


showed that there were almost 
15,000 people aged 100 or older in 
the UK. 

Of these 14,910 centenarians 


some 5,770 were thought to be 
precisely 100 years old while 870 
of the very oldest were 105 or 
older. 


The figure has nearly doubled 
since 2002, when only 7,750 people 
in the UK had reached the mile¬ 
stone. 


More new 
routes for 
Stansted 
travellers 

PASSENGERS flying out of 
Stansted Aairport will now have 
the chance to fly to three major 
cities in the USA and Canada 
from only £149. 

Primera Air, which is based in 
Denmark and Latvia, has 
announced it will add Toronto to 
its two previously revealed 
routes to Boston and New York 
(EWR). 

From June 2018 travellers will 
be able to use its three weekly 
flights direct to Toronto. 

Primera Air will also have 
daily flights to New York’s 
Newark Airport from April and 
four departures a week to Boston 
Logan Airport from May.

All three destinations will 
include a choice of two cabins, 
full-service premium and low- 
fare economy, free wi-fi, and 
onboard charging points. 

Meanewhile travellers will 
now be able to fly to Corsica 
from Stansted for less than £50. 

Air Corsica will be operating 
nine flights every week out of 
Stansted to three airports in 
Corsica from May. 

The nine flights will operate 
until November and will service 
the airports of Bastia, Ajacio, 
and Figari. 

Herve Pierret, Air Corsica’s 
managing director, said: “We are 
proud to become a new operator 
at London Stansted airport and 
offer up to nine weekly services 
to Corsica from next summer” 

Flights will be available 
from £49 each way, but this 
includes a free hold bag of up to 
23kg and a free cabin bag of up to 
12kg.

Janet Leigh in Psycho 


78/52 (15) ★★★★★ 


On limited release from November 3 

IT’S HARD to believe that a film as revered as 
Psycho is now was once so derided and 
dismissed. On its release on 1960, most critics 
denounced it as nasty and exploitative, a 
shlock horror dressed up as something more 
than it was by the world’s most famous 
director, Alfred Hitchcock. 

But the audience got what the critics didn’t. 
They thrilled to the new type of horror 
Hitchcock had dished up for them and 
enjoyed being shocked by things they’d never 
seen before on the big screen. Critics caught 
up with what was happening later on. 

What thrilled and shocked audiences the 
most was the infamous shower scene, the 
centre-piece of the story and what Hitchcock 
built his film around. This documentary, 
named for the number of set-ups (78) and 
cuts (52) in the shower scene, is a deep dive 
into how one of cinema’s most famous 
sequences came about. Director Alexander O 
Philippe assembles a cast of film fans and 
experts (the overlap is considerable) and 
breaks the shower sequence down into how 
shots were storyboarded and set up, why 
Hitchcock cut it like he did, and what effect it 
had on the audience. 

Shot in black and white with an affectionate 
pastiche of Psycho at the beginning, 78/52 
tries to recreate the austere, sense of dread of 
Hitchcock’s film, getting its talking heads to 
discuss the film in what are meant to be motel 
rooms. 

Tone set, we get a wide variety of industry 
experts, film lovers and academics chewing 
the fat about how important and influential 
Psycho is. 

It’s interesting and sometimes revelatory, 
but what the documentary lacks here is the 
kind of authoritative commentary that would 
make it feel definitive. We get the odd 
comment from the likes of Guillermo Del Toro 
and Peter Bogdanivich, two directors with a 
touch of genius about them, but not many of 
the contributors carry the kind heavyweight 
heft that they do. 

However, we do hear from academics who 
help us put Psycho in its cultural context to a 
certain extent; namely, that it was a 
breakthrough in what could be done with 
mainstream cinema. 

78/52 is strong on the technical 
achievements of the shower scene with editors 
and cinematographers marvelling at what 
Hitchcock pulled off. Yet after 90 minutes of 
close examination and commentary, I still felt 
the shower scene still had amesmerising 
mystery about it, an infernal power that is 
almost impossible to explain.

Haunted by the past 



THE KILLING OF A SACRED 
DEER (15) ★★★★★ 

Released on November 3 


I n 2009, Greek writer- 

director Yorgos Lanthimos 
garnered enough awards 
to clutter a mantelpiece 
and a deserved Oscar 
nomination for his deliciously 
quirky, dystopian drama 
Dogtooth. 

Weird waltzed hand-in-hand 
with wonderful inside a 
secluded compound, where 
middle-aged parents nurtured 
their grown-up son and two 
daughters with an unsettling 
blend of lip-curling cruelty and 
kindness. 

Ever since, the Athens-born 
film-maker has delighted us 
with his dizzyingly inventive 
character studies, which 
inhabit a netherworld between 
reality and fantasy, including 
the Oscar-nominated love 
story The Lobster. 

In The Killing Of A Sacred 
Deer, Lanthimos and regular 
co-writer Efthymis Lilippou 
draw loosely on Greek 
mythology for a twisted and 
beguiling morality tale that 
tests one beleaguered father’s 
love to breaking point. 

Revenge is served ice cold, 
garnished with shavings of 
creeping psychological dread, 
set to a discordant soundscape 
by Johnnie Burn that artfully 
juxtaposes classical music with 
an a cappella rendition of Ellie 
Goulding’s dancefloor hit 
Burn. 

Like all of Lanthimos’ earlier 
work, the film is distinguished 


by the quality of the writing 
and he skilfully employs 
staccato lines of dialogue to 
pique curiosity and set our 
nerves on edge. 

Cardiac surgeon Steven 
Murphy (Colin Larrell) meets 
with a mysterious 16-year-old 
called Martin (Barry Keoghan). 

A few days later, Steven 
invites Martin to his home and 
introduces the guest to his wife 
Anna (Nicole Kidman), 14- 
year-old daughter Kim (Raffey 
Cassidy) and younger son Bob 
(Sunny Suljic). 

Over dinner, Martin 
sombrely reveals that he lost 
his father in a car accident so 
now it is just him and his 


mother (Alicia Silverstone). 

Soon after, a strange 
affliction takes hold of the 
Murphy household. 

“Dad, I can’t get up,” 
whimpers Bob one morning. 
“My legs are numb!” 

The boy is rushed into 
hospital, where his condition 
worsens, and then Kim is 
struck down by the same 
debilitating symptoms. 

“I don’t know if what is 
happening is fair,” Martin 
enigmatically informs Anna, 
“but it’s the only thing I can 
think of that’s close to justice.” 

The Killing Of A Sacred Deer 
comes tantalisingly close to 
replicating the macabre genius 


of Lanthimos’ earlier work, but 
falls short in the final act. 

Larrell and Kidman deliver 
haunting performances, the 
latter laying herself bare for 
disconcerting sex sequences, 
while Keoghan oozes righteous 
rage as a son on a mission to 
assuage grief with a sacrifice. 

A blackly humorous scene 
with a shotgun is a jaw- 
dropping flourish that reminds 
us of the writer-director’s 
ability to smack gobs without 
straining credibility. 

Lanthimos gleefully plays 
with madness and almost 
nudges us over the edge of 
sanity with the characters.

KENNETH Branagh directs and 
sports an impressive 
moustache in front of the 
camera as wily Belgian sleuth 
Hercule Poirot in a lavish 
retelling of Agatha Christie’s 
murder mystery, adapted for 
the big screen by Michael 
Green (Logan, Blade Runner 
2049). 

Poirot is on holiday when he 
receives an urgent 
communication to return to 
London. Thanks to his good 
friend Bouc (Tom Bateman), 
the plucky Belgian secures a 
cabin on board the lavish 
Orient Express where he is 
approached by a shady 


gangster called Samuel 
Ratchett (Johnny Depp). 

The thug believes his life 
may be in danger and he 


implores Poirot to intervene. 

As the train chugs along tracks 
laden with heavy snow, there is 
a tragic disturbance that 


requires Poirot to test his little 
grey cells to apprehend a 
diabolical murderer. 

Potential suspects include 
Princess Dragomiroff (Dame 
Judi Dench) and her 
companion Hildegarde 
Schmidt (Olivia Colman), 
embittered stage actress 
Caroline Hubbard (Michelle 
Pfeiffer), Dr Arbuthnot (Leslie 
Odom Jr) and his 
acquaintances Mary 
Debenham (Daisy Ridley) and 
Biniamino Marquez (Manuel

INGREDIENTS 
(Serves 2) 

2 medium Violetta artichokes with stalks 

Juice of 1 lemon 

200g white crabmeat 

2tsp brown crabmeat 

2tbsp roughly chopped fresh 

flat-leaf parsley 

2tbsp extra virgin olive oil, 

plus extra to drizzle 

Sea salt and black pepper 

METHOD 

1. Prepare the artichokes. First cut 
off some of the stalk, leaving about 
5cm attached. Cut or break off the 
tough outer leaves, starting at the 
base, until you are left with the 
pale inner part. Then peel the 
stalk with a potato peeler, leaving 
only the pale tender centre. Trim 
the pointed top of the artichoke 
straight across, which will reveal 
the choke. 

2. Remove the choke with a 
teaspoon. Slice the artichoke 
vertically as thinly as possible. As 
each artichoke is prepared, drop it 
into a bowl of cold water with half 
of the lemon juice. 

3. Combine the white and brown 
crabmeat with the parsley, 
remaining lemon juice and the 
extra virgin olive oil. Season with 
sea salt and black pepper. Drain 
the artichokes and stir lightly 
through the crab to combine. 

4. Season again and finish with a 
drizzle of extra virgin olive oil. 


1 RIVER Cafe 30's pages 
are edged luminous pink, 
to match the restaurant's 
iconic pizza oven.

She's there in the way we roll 
out our pasta dough and 
slow-cook our vegetables." 

6 Lamb and pasta were on 
the menu from day one. 

"I remember the first day," 

Ruth recalls, "one of us 
made sandwiches and one of us 
made either a pasta or grilled lamb 
- we had a very short menu." 

7 THE day the duo first saw the 
site that would become The 
River Cafe, they met at Drummonds 
on the Kings Road, which today is a 
fast food outlet. Ruth writes: "You 
could say that The River Cafe was 
actually conceived in a McDonalds." 

8 THEY started with nine tables, 
and now manage more than 250 
covers every lunchtime. 

9 LEGEND has it they began as a 
staff canteen. "We didn't," Ruth 
notes, adamant. "We started as a 
restaurant, but we were allowed by 
the restrictions to only open at 
lunchtime, and only for people who 
worked in the neighbouring 
offices." 

( THOSE restrictions were 
enforced by Hammersmith 
planners, but Ruth says they "were 
really brilliant for us, because we 
grew with the restaurant" 

n AT one point there was a (failed) 
petition, with 100 signatures, sent 
to the council to have them closed.

TO REALLY understand the soul 
of a wine you need to visit the 
region where it is born. 

I've just come back from Soave 
in the north-east of Italy. I had no 
idea of the beauty of the place. 

Soave wines have suffered from 
the image of pale, lacklustre, 
uninteresting Italian white wines. 

I urge you to think again. I've 
met the makers of my 
recommendations, been to the 
vineyards and soaked up the 
beating heart of the region. 

Oh, and I might have had a sip 
or two of wine. Here are some 
Soave facts... 

The main grape variety in 
Soave white wines is garganega 
and it brings notes of almond, 
white flowers and lemon. It is

often blended with the grape 
trebbiano. 

The basic wine is Soave DOC; 
then Soave Classico DOC is 
better quality with the grapes 
grown from the "classic" 
heartland of the region and 
Soave Superiore DOCG is the 
top-end style. 

I strolled across the road, 
through the walled gateway, 
turning down into historic 
passageways, to taste my first 


Soave wine, Soave Classico 
Castel Cerino, Coffele 
2016 (£9.50, 

thewinesociety.com, 12.5% 
abv). Giuseppe Coffele, 73, 
is the patriarch of the 
wine-producing family, a 
man with enthusiasm in his 
soul. He described the 
garganega grape as being 
like "a beautiful woman, it is 
difficult to control but when you 
have finally worked her out she 
gives you tremendous 
satisfaction". OK, his words 
aren't very politically correct, but 
I get it. The wine had a lovely 
freshness with aromas of citrus 
fruit and springtime flowers and 
a vibrant acidity. 

I tasted Inama Soave Classico 


2016 (£15.99 or £11.99 in a 
buy six deal at Majestic, 12% 
abv) in the gaze of an ancient 
church, in the early afternoon 
shade, overlooking a wonderful 
vineyard. Yes, it was beautiful 
and so was the wine. Limes, 
stone fruit, camomile, honey 
and almonds all shone through 
within a creamy finish. This 
would be fantastic with a 
simple creamy pea risotto. 

Wm Morrison Soave 
Classico (£6.75, Morrisons, 
12% abv) is made by the 
Cantina di Soave, the largest 
wine co-operative in Italy. It 
has up to 2,200 members 
and its headquarters, which 
combines tradition and new 
facilities, sits under the 


ancient castle at Soave. The wine 
has simple floral aromas together 
with a flavour of crisp apples.

This Soave has 
fragrant white flowers, peach 
and pear on the nose, with a 
hint of almonds and a mineral, 
citrus edge.

INGREDIENTS 
(Serves 6) 

1kg fresh spinach leaves, 

blanched and squeezed dry 

50g unsalted butter 

A small bunch of fresh marjoram 

400g fresh ricotta 

40g plain flour, 

plus extra for dusting 

3 egg yolks 

Va nutmeg, grated 

120g Parmesan, freshly grated, 

plus extra for serving 

225g unsalted butter 

A bunch of fresh sage, 

leaves picked 

Sea salt and freshly 

ground black pepper 


METHOD: 

1. Melt the butter, add the 
marjoram, and cook for a 
minute. Add the spinach, 
and stir to combine the 
flavours. Season, leave to 
cool, then chop roughly. 

2. In a bowl, lightly beat the 
ricotta with a fork, then sieve 
in the flour. Add the egg yolks, 
nutmeg and Parmesan and 
fold in the cooled spinach 
mixture until combined. 

3. Line a baking tray with 
greaseproof paper. Using two 
dessert spoons, take a small 
spoonful of mixture and, 
using the other spoon, 
mould the mixture so that it 
forms a gnocchi (a small oval 
dumpling). Place on the

baking tray. The gnocchi 
should be 2cm in diameter. 

4. To make the sage butter, 
heat the butter gently so it 
separates. Pour out the 
clarified butter into a clean 
pan and return to the heat. 
When very hot, add the sage 
leaves. Remove from the heat 
and allow to cool. 

5. Bring a pan of water to the 
boil, then lower the heat to a 
simmer. Gently place the 
gnocchi in the water in 
batches. When the gnocchi 
come back to the surface, 
remove carefully with a slotted 
spoon and briefly place the 
spoon on kitchen paper. Serve 
on warm plates with sage 
butter and extra Parmesan. 


INGREDIENTS 
Serves 10 

Unsalted butter 
and flour for the tin 
400g best-quality bitter-sweet 
chocolate (70%), broken into 
pieces 

300g unsalted butter 
10 eggs, separated 
225g caster sugar 
4tbsp cocoa powder 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat the oven to 180 
degrees C. Butter and line a 
30cm round cake tin that is 
7.5cm deep, with greaseproof 
paper. 

2. Melt the chocolate with 
the butter in a heatproof 
bowl set over a pan of 
simmering water (the water 
should not touch the base of 
the bowl). Remove the bowl 
from the pan and cool a little, 
then whisk in the egg yolks. 
Add the sugar and cocoa 
powder and mix well. 

3. Beat the egg whites until 
they will form soft peaks. 

Fold into the chocolate 
mixture, a third at a time. 

4. Pour the mixture into the 
prepared cake tin. Bake for 
about 30 minutes or until the 


cake has risen like a 
souffle and is slightly set. 
5. Remove from the 
oven. Place a piece of 
greaseproof paper, and 
a plate on top of that, 
on the cake - the plate 
should fit exactly inside 
the tin - and press down 
firmly, then weight the 
plate. Leave to cool for 30 
minutes before turning 
out. Cool com 
pletely before 
serving.

T here are many unusual 
jobs to be had including 
eel ecologist, a marker 
of the Queen's swan, pet 
psychologist or even a crisp 
inspector. 

But Adrian Fisher beats all 
these. He is the world's most 
successful maze designer, and 
he takes his work home with 
him. 

Portman Lodge, a Regency- 
style house in landscaped 
grounds built during the 1830s, 
has been Adrian's home for 15 
years. 

He says he was drawn to the 
property because it came with 
seven acres of garden which,

for a man in his trade, was 
room enough to build his own 
maze. 

You might think he'd had 
enough of building bushy 
conundrums; he's created 700 
in 70 countries to date. 

His own is made from 900 
yew hedges planted 13 years 
ago. They took just two hours 
to plant with the help of local 
horticultural students, he says, 
but a lot longer to grow. 

The maze has a raised brick 
folly at its centre, from which 
successful navigators can gaze 
over the hedges, while less 
successful ones can be guided 
in. 

"People love the maze, it's a 
fun thing to get lost in for a 
few minutes and play around 
in," says Adrian. 

"The beauty of the folly is 
that it is a building which has 
no sense or practical purpose; 
it is totally foolish." 

The house, which is in 
Dorset, has seven bedrooms 
and is for sale through agent 
Savills Wimborne (01202 
856873) for £1.65m.

Its depictions of a young 
backpacker's hedonistic, drug-fuelled 
experiences on a lonely beach in 
Thailand were at the time a revelation, 
but getting wasted on a Phuket beach 
has now become a standard part of 
many gap year itineraries. 

Based largely on Garland's own 
experiences, the book went on to be 
translated into 25 languages.

The pair formed a successful 
partnership, with Garland writing the 
screenplay for Boyle's 2002 film 28

Dredd, and 2015's Ex Machina, which

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Tried and acid tested 


T he dormant season 
is a good time for 
planning and 
deciding which 
plants you'd like to 
grow next year. And 
one important factor 
when choosing new 
plants, including vegetables and fruit 
trees, is to know the pH of your soil. 

It's an area of gardening that many 
find confusing as it implies you need 
to know more about chemistry than 
plants, but it's worth understanding 
the basics so you can make informed 
decisions and grow plants which will 
be happy. 

Some of our favourite edge-of- 
woodland planting, such as 
rhododendrons, magnolias and 
camellia, will only flourish in acidic 
conditions, so let's have a look at what 
that means and how to find out if your 
soil is suitable. 

The term pH is a measure of acidity 
and alkaline on a scale of 1 to 14. The 
mid-point, 7, is neutral. Anything 
below that number is acidic and 
above it alkaline. Most garden plants 
do best in a slightly acidic soil, which 
is between 6 and 7. To grow rhodos 
and camellias, however, you want a 
level of 5 to 6. 

If you're not sure what your soil pH 
is, there are a number of ways to find 
out. 

If you have hydrangeas, the flowers 
will be blue on acid soil but pink on 
neutral to alkaline soil. 

You can test with litmus paper, 
which you can buy cheaply in art and 
craft shops. Mix your soil sample with 




some distilled water and dip the 
litmus paper in for a few seconds. 

The paper will turn red for acidic 
and blue for alkaline. This will just 
give you an approximate idea. To get a 
more accurate reading, use a soil test¬ 
ing kit available from garden centres. 
You can also use a pH meter which is 
like a probe you stick in the soil. 

Finally, the Rolls-Royce method is 
the soil testing service available from 
the Royal Horticultural Society. This 
costs £30 and they will analyse 
samples of your soil - not only for 
acidity but for texture and major 
nutrient levels. 

So if you find you have acid soil, 
then there are some really choice 
specimens to choose from. If your soil 
is alkaline you can still grow them in 
pots using an ericaceous compost, 
which is acid. 

Ericaceous plants tend to be 
shallow rooting and can easily dry out, 
so a good mulching every year will 
help with water retention. 

Leaf mould is ideal as this will help 
keep soil acid. Use ericaceous feed 
- liquid or slow release - and top up 
with sequestrene of iron to condition 
the soil. 


If you try growing these plants in 
ordinary soil, you will notice the 
leaves going yellow - this is due to 
iron in the soil being unavailable to 
plant roots in alkaline conditions. 

In years gone by, passionate 
gardeners would create peat beds so 
they would be able to grow these 
lovelies. However, using a lot of peat 
isn't brilliant for the environment - 
something many gardeners hardly 
considered 20 years ago. 

In the end, it's best to know what 
soil type you have and then to garden 
in harmony with it. 

Here are some of my favourite acid- 
loving plants, also known as lime- 
haters... 

1. Kalmia latifolia, the mountain 
laurel, is a superb evergreen shrub 
which is smothered in delightfully 
pretty pink flowers in late spring. 
'Minuet' is a dwarf version, the 
flowers of which are white with a 
deep red band. 

2. Crinodendron hookerianum is a 
most beautiful sight in bloom - the 
entire tree appears covered in small 
deep pink lanterns. Known as the 
Chilean lantern tree, this evergreen 
will appreciate a sheltered position in 


colder areas, protected from frost. 

3. Kirengeshoma palmata is an 
unusual woodland perennial with 
sycamore-type leaves and wonderful 
waxy yellow flowers in late summer, 
making this a valuable plant for more 
shady areas. 

4. Andromeda polifolia, also known 
as bog rosemary due to its linear 
rosemary-like leaves, is a small 
evergreen shrub with bell-shaped 
white and pink flowers in late spring. 

5. Vaccinium, aka the blueberry, 
needs acid soil to perform. I'd also

recommend planting a few bushes, 
which helps with pollination and 
therefore better fruiting. 

6. Magnolia 'Heaven Scent' is a good 
choice for the smaller garden and 
won't disappoint with its glorious 
pink-scented, goblet-shaped blooms. 

7. Rhododendron 'Dreamland' - 
there are so many varieties to choose 
from but this is a winning one - gives 
loads of trusses of pale pink, 
funnel-shaped flowers with a deeper 
pink edge in late spring - gorgeous! 
It's very compact, so suitable for pots. 


■ Continue planting bulbs, and 
in particular tulips can now go 
into the ground. 

■ Have you lifted your dahlia 
tubers, cannas, begonias and 
gladioli? These need to be 
stored indoors for winter. 

■ Prune shrub roses now to 
avoid damage to the roots 
caused by high winds rocking 
the plant back and forth. 
Ideally you want to reduce the 
overall size of a bush rose to 
less than a foot high. Any 
branches that look spindly, 
diseased or have died back 
can be removed entirely. 
Similarly, if there are new

shoots at the base, you can 
remove some of the old ones 
completely. The rest can be 
cut back quite hard, ideally 
just above an outward-facing 
bud. This will encourage fresh 
growth. 

■ Sow batches of hardy broad 
beans and peas outdoors for 
early crops next year. 

■ Remove suckers from the 
base of plants. 

■ Pick off rotting fruit from 
trees and dispose of it to get 


rid of fungal spores that 
overwinter. 

■ Bonfire Night is a great time 
to get rid of material which is 
unsuitable for composting. So 
collect diseased leaves from 
fruit trees and roses, and 
chuck them on the fire when 
November 5 arrives. 

■ Rake up fallen leaves and 
compost in bin bags with a few 
holes pierced - this makes 
excellent compost for your 
ericaceous plants. 

■ Treat your lawn to a dose of 
autumn lawn fertiliser to help 
it survive the winter.

Q l've got a problem with toad¬ 
stools in my garden. They're 
now growing along my lane and 
this year there are a lot more than 
usual. How can I get rid of them? 
Some are orange, some cream and 
some are very dark - nearly black.

A Toadstools are the fruit of fungi 
living below the ground. 
Generally they are a healthy and 
natural part of a garden's eco¬ 
system. There's no fungicide 
available to kill them off so your 
best bet is to don a pair of gloves 
and chuck them all in a bin bag. 

They will return, but probably not 
for another year.

EUONYMUS HAMILTONIANUS - PINK DELIGHT 


One of my favourite plants at 
this time of the year is the 
spindle tree, Euonymus. It gains 
its common name because in 
times gone by the wood was 
used to make wool-spinning 
spindles. 

Its vibrant autumnal foliage is 
second to none and it produces 
wonderful pink fruits which 


usually split open to reveal 
orange inside. 

With this variety, they open to 
reveal dark pink seeds, creating 
a delightful profusion of colour 
on bare stems, the perfect tonic 
for a grey November day. 

Grow in a sheltered spot in 
moist but well drained soil. They 
are happy in acidic soil too.

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Are we about to 
see a return to the 
formality of a 
separate room 
for mealtime? 

F ashion is a funny thing 
- what goes around 
comes around and 
I've heard murmur- 
ings on the grapevine 
of the return of the 
dining room as people 
find the disadvantages 
of open plan start to outweigh the 
advantages. 

I used to be a confirmed closed plan 
addict. I didn't want to eat amongst 
the preparation mess, and if we had 
visitors this became even more of an 
issue, and I wanted to be able to hide 
the fact that I may not have filled the 
dishwasher for a day or two. 

Now, there's an admission. And in 
print too! I also have very very thick 
walls and the idea of knocking them 
down raised my blood pressure some¬ 
what. But finally the need to expand 
my tiny kitchen drove me to find a 
solution and I moved the kitchen into 
the dining room. This gave me a 'back 
kitchen' - what would have been 
termed a scullery. This performs the 
'hiding' function nicely and I can have 
relaxed suppers in the kitchen. 

Lots of lighting options on a num¬ 
ber of circuits helps to zone and high¬ 
light different areas. The cherry on the 
cake was putting a gate leg table in 
another room, allowing me to have a 
formal dining space as well on the odd 
occasion. 

The history of the dining room is a 
good exemplar for the way our lives 
have changed - in more formal Victo¬ 
rian times, sitting down in a separate 
room allowed a sense of occasion and 
underlined that you were middle or 
upper class. 

As our lives have become more cas¬ 
ual and relaxed, this need dwindled. 

It was reinforced by the increasing 
importance of the kitchen: we mostly 
now do our own cooking and it 
became a badge of honour, something 
almost glamorous, certainly some¬ 
thing with bragging rights. So the din¬ 
ing room gradually became this cen¬ 
tury's front parlour - slightly 
outmoded, marking you out as formal 
and rather stiff. 

The downsides of the mess and the 
noise of many functions carried on in 
one space were tolerated as the price 
you needed to pay. 

Open plan has been fashionable 
now for a couple of decades and it is 
possible that we're due for a switch 
back. What do you think? I'm torn, 
but I think it's unlikely to go back to a 
fully separate space, certainly in new 
builds were the square footage seems

it. Much better is a multifunctional 
table, one you can work and eat at. 

Although glass topped tables are 
visually less intrusive, I'd avoid them, 
^ as there is nothing more disconcerting 
than watching one's knees while eat- 
I ing soup. Bench seating is a good way 
| of saving space, so that for smaller 
groups the table can sit against a wall 
with the bench tucked underneath. 
There is always the downside for the 
person sitting in the middle, but syn¬ 
chronised sitting down can at least 
break the ice. 

A word of caution on over-table 
pendant lighting. Nearly every interi¬ 
ors shot you see of a dining table has 
an eye catching pendant or series of 
pendants over the table. It can be a 
lovely way of making the table the 
focal point, especially if the light is 
directed downwards, but it is restric¬ 
tive. 

If you move the table at all, it can 
look almost unnervingly off kilter, so 
be certain your table is in the right 
place and doesn't need to be moved 
before you take this route. 

Finally, a word on setting the table. 

I love mismatched crockery, it adds to 
the relaxed feel and means it doesn't 
matter if you break one. It helps if you 
can find a bit of a theme - all white, 
perhaps, or all handmade, but isn't 
really necessary. 

On the other hand, even the dis¬ 
count stores are now offering some 
really stylish sets at fabulous prices, so 
I'm a tad tempted! Whatever the 
route, spending a bit of time making 
the table look good is never wasted.

The wardrobe 
in her bedroom appears to have 
become an inviting 'staircase' so here 
are my top tips for securing furniture 
to keep your little ones safe. 

1 USE L-BRACKETS FOR FIXING 
WARDROBES OR CHESTS OF 
DRAWERS TO WALLS 

Often, furniture will come with 
brackets included but if not, you can 
get an L-shaped corner bracket from 
any ironmongery or DIY store. Try 
B&Q's silver zinc-effect mild steel 
corner brace brackets (£7.74 for a 
pack of 20). 

They may also be referred to by a 
few different terms, such as 
L-bracket, corner bracket or corner 
brace. Some will come with screws 
included, otherwise ask for help 
where you're buying it to make sure 
you get the right sized screws to go 
with your bracket. 

2 GET THE RIGHT TOOLS 
FOR THE JOB 

For this project, you're going to 
need an electric drill with a 5.5mm 
masonry drill bit and a Phillips 
screw head, screws, a Phillips 
screwdriver, a pencil (behind the 
ear is optional), a step-ladder, a 
spirit level and Rawlplugs (the red 
ones) if it's going to be attached to a 
brick wall. 

First, you need to establish 
whether the wall you're fixing it to is 
a brick wall - usually one of the 
outside or party walls of your home, 
or if it's a stud wall - an internal wall 
that sounds hollow when you knock 
on it. 

Next, you'll need a drill. I use a 
Dewalt cordless drill for a lot of my 
work and my version will set you 
back a few quid, but their DIY 
models are also great. For under 
£100 you can pick up a fantastic 
Dewalt cordless drill for all your 
household needs. 


3 MAKE SURE WARDROBES 
ARE LEVEL BEFORE FIXING 




When you move the bracket 
away, draw a cross through the 
circle, so that you can still see 
where the centre is while you 
drill the hole. Set your drill to 
high-speed hammer setting. As 
you drill, hold the end of a 
vacuum nozzle as close to the 
hole as possible. You may need 
another pair of hands to do this 
job, but it's very useful to 
vacuum-away the dust as you 
work. 

You don't need to drill into the 
wall to the full depth of your 
drill-bit, only as deep as the 
Rawlplug, plus around 5mm 
extra. You can mark this on your 
drill-bit by wrapping a bit of tape 
around it so you know when to 
stop. 

When you've drilled your 
holes, insert your Rawlplugs, put 
your bracket in place and then 
with your screwdriver, secure the 
brackets to the wall by hand with 
your screws. Once this is 
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A BRICK WALL 

For added security, I like to 
use two brackets, even if it's a 
small wardrobe - one at each 
end. Push your wardrobe into 
position, as far back against your 
skirting boards as it will go. 

If the wardrobe still tilts 
forward, for example because a 
carpet gripper-rod at the edge of 
the room makes the back legs a 
little higher, then prop up the 
front legs of your wardrobe with 
a small bit of plywood under 
each leg, cut to size, or even 
some folded cardboard. 

Use your spirit level to check 
the top of the wardrobe is level. 
Climb up your step-ladder to the 
top of the wardrobe and you'll 
see the back of the wardrobe 
should be the depth of the 
skirting board away from the 
wall. 

Put your bracket in position 
and use your pencil to draw the 
shape of the hole onto the wall.

attached to the wall, you can 
screw down into the top of your 
wardrobe using your cordless drill 
on screwdriver setting, or you can 
do this by hand. 

4 FOR A STUD WALL, FIND 
THE WOODEN STUDS FOR 
A STRONGER FIX 

In most modern homes, a stud 
wall is plasterboard fixed to a 
wooden frame and then plastered 
over. If you were to follow the 
instructions above and drill into 
plasterboard, this wouldn't give 
you a strong enough fixing. 

Instead, you need to find where 
the wooden studs are in the wall 
and screw your brackets into 
these. To do this (and you'll feel 
like a proper builder), tap along 
the wall with your knuckles and 
listen out for when the hollow 
sound changes to a hard sound 
- that will be where the wooden 
studs are. If you're not confident 
in your sound-detection abilities, 
see if you can borrow a stud 
detector (great name) - or you can 
buy one from Amazon for less 
than £15. 

With a stud wall, you'll need to 
put the brackets where they can 
be screwed into the wooden 
studs, so it won't necessarily be at 
either end of the wardrobe. For 
this reason, as well as wall screws, 
you'll also need short 16mm 
screws (so they don't poke 
through inside the top of the 
wardrobe). 

Follow the steps above, but 
instead of drilling into the wall 
and using a Rawlplug, use your 
drill to screw directly into the 
wooden studs and then into the 
wardrobe. 

5 TODDLER-PROOF 
WARDROBE DOORS 
AND DRAWERS WHILE 
YOU'RE AT IT 

While you're toddler-proofing, 
you might also want to think 
about adding some safety catches 
to your drawers or wardrobe 
doors, to stop your little one 
trapping their fingers. 

Dreambaby Safety Catches 
(£7.99 for a set of 12, Argos) are 
readily available, and very easy 
to fix by hand or with your 
cordless drill.

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Ssangyong Rexton Ultimate Automatic review by David Ward 


S outh Korean car maker Ssangyong is 
now well-known here for its rugged 
and uncompromising no-frills 
Rexton 4x4 which always appealed 
to genuine off-road drivers because 
it was simply ‘cheaper and cheerful’ when 
compared to the more expensive UK made 
Land Rover models. 

But that’s about to all change when the 
fourth generation Rexton arrives on these 
shore because Ssangyong are clearly trying 
to move it up-market with a far more 
sophisticated and vastly better and modern 
equipped 4x4, loaded up with standard 
features, yet still competitive prices. 

With prices starting at £27,500 through to 
£37,500 bosses at Ssangyong are confident it 
can now break into the more premium 4x4 
sector and although it’s only talking about 
UK sales of hundreds for the first year they 
believe with the up-market standard 
package on offer they will attract new 
buyers. 

Steve Gray, UK marketing boss, explains: 
“This latest Rexton demonstrates our 
current progress of being specialists in 
making quality and value-for-money 4x4s 
and SUVs. 

“Ssangyong has had over 60 years of 
making 4x4s so they know what they are on 
about,’’ he continued. 

“We’re now moving our game forward and 
upmarket because this latest Rexton is now 
a prestige model and early next year we will 
be bringing in a posher pick-up model to 
compete in that niche sector. 

“It’s a long term development and will 
probably take us up to five years to become 
established in the same breath as the likes 
of Land Rover,” he added. 

IMPROVEMENT 

This new Rexton is certainly a vast 
improvement of any of its predecessors 
because it’s better equipped with more 
quality equipment and all mod technology 
cons on board and when weighing up all 
these aspects against its rivals it’s simply 
good value for the money. 

There are just three trim levels - EX and 
ELX (both offered as seven-seaters) and top 
of the range Ultimate - while all share the 
same 2.2-litre 179bhp turbo diesel engine 
with either a six-speed manual gearbox or a 
seven-speed automatic gearbox. 

The old Rexton effectively had the ‘chuck 
out’ diesel engine from Mercedes-Benz 
which was in fairness noisy, clattered a bit 
when starting up and lack performance and 
had little refinement. 

This new power train is totally different 
because it’s much smoother, responsive and 
certainly more capable with 3.5 tonnes 
towing capacity and with 420Nm of torque. 

Out on normal roads it’s a steady 
performer without being sporty orientated 
which many drivers don’t want and has 
more than useful features like auto 
emergency braking, lane departure warning, 
traffic sign recognition, blind spot detection 
and rear cross traffic alert. 

It really comes into its own off-road where 
standard features like hill descent control 
and hill start assist help to go up and down 
steep, muddy hill tracks with ease and 
where here the automatic box is preferable. 

For the driver taking on off-road chores 
there’s the old style 4WD hand selectable 
button down between the front seats with 
the expected choice of high range or low 
range and testing it over some quite

transverse terrain it proved most efficient. 

Suspension is decent enough too with the 
car sitting on a simple separate steel chassis 
with independent suspension at both end 
with steel springs and overall it gives a far 
more pliant ride. 

Depending on which model there’s a 
choice too of either 17-inch, 18-inch or 20- 
inch alloy wheels but all models come with 
nine airbags, 9.2-inch nav touch screen, 3D 
‘around view’ monitor plus several high tech 
features like AppleCarPlay and Google 
Android Auto and more. 

Overall it’s an excellent 4x4 package 
whichever trim version is chosen whilst the 
cabin is far more prestigious than ever 
before with far more comfortable seats and 


the interior trim having some wood effect 
edgings with quilt leather, smart analogue 
dials plus the usual decent standard of 
switch gear. 

The old Rexton was very much a basement 
bargain when it came to the interior but 
Ssangyong have also clearly moved their 
game upmarket with a posh cabin to 
compete on equal terms with some of their 
more illustrious (and expensive) rivals. 

Whether 4x4 punters take this time will 
only tell because paying this kind of money 
for a Ssangyony would have been unheard of 
only a few years ago. 

In terms of boot space again this new 
model excels with the five-seater version 
having 820 litres increasing to 1,977 litres 


with those rear seats folded while the seven- 
seater (expected to be the best seller here) 
has a basic of 649 litres rising to 1,806 litres 
with the rear seats folded flat. 

As a personal matter of choice the best 
version to go for is the top trim Ultimate 
(starts at £37,500) with that impressive 
seven-speed automatic gearbox which has a 
really good, smooth and responsive gear 
change. 

For those with a lower budget to buy 
should look at the ELX starting at £32,000 for 
the manual version which has as standard 
seven seats, sits on 18-inch alloy wheels, rear 
air conditioning, smart audio system with 
eight-inch screen, cruise control and all the 
standard safety kit on board.

T he magic carpet ride 
for which Citroen 
became famous is 
making a comeback 
in a new-look 
version of the French car 
maker’s C4 Cactus. 

Comfort is the name of the 
game and the new Cactus 
not only comes with a 
revolutionary suspension 
system but also features a 
high tech seat design. 

Together they are intended 
to set a new standard in the 
crossover market when the 
revised Cactus arrives next 
year. 

The new model has a more 
rounded design and 
significantly no longer has 
the large Airbump ‘bubble 
wrap’ protectors attached to 
the side of the car. 

Instead they are replaced 
by smaller panels at the 
bottom of the doors in 
similar vein to that on 
Citroen’s smaller C3 
hatchback. 

The new Cactus had its 
world premiere in Paris on 
Thursday where Citroen also 
revealed it was stopping 
production of the current C4 


hatch to concentrate on the 
booming SUV market. 

Other changes to the 
Cactus range include the 
introduction of a more 
powerful 130bhp PureTech 
petrol engine and extra 
technology such as blind 
spot monitors, driver fatigue 
sensors and traffic sign 
recognition. 

The improvements are part 
of a mid-life makeover for 
the Cactus which has 
established itself as the 
popular family-sized car with 
quirky looks. 

The newcomer is slated to 
be on sale in the spring of 
2018 and starting prices are 
likely to be below £17,000 
with the range still topping 
out around the £20,000 
mark. The current car is 
priced from £16,395. 

With the focus of the latest 
Cactus very much on 
comfort, Citroen has 
developed an entirely new 
suspension system it calls a 
Progressive Hydraulic 
Cushion that is designed to 
eliminate bumps and 
bounces. 

The effect is claimed to be 


as smooth a ride as the 
legendary DS models of the 
1950s which were the first to 
come with full 

hydropneumatic suspension. 

To complement the 
improved ride 
characteristics, Citroen has 
also developed a new seat 
structure for the Cactus 
which makes use of high 
density foam cushions to 
provide greater lumbar 
support for driver and 
passengers alike - especially 
over long distances. 

The seats are also said to 
be harder wearing than 
before. They look much 
more sturdy and feel very 
supportive from the moment 
they are sat in. 

Revealing the new model 
in Paris, Citroen chief 
executive Linda fackson said 
the intention was to offer the 
most comfortable hatchback 
currently on the market. 

“Citroen will be the 
leading car brand when it 
comes to comfort,” she said, 
adding that the new 
suspension set up and the 
revised seats would set a 
‘gold standard’ which would 
be rolled out across the 
Citroen range in the coming 
years. 

Citroen has been 
renowned for its suspension 
technology for more than 60 
years after engineer Paul 
Mages created the 
hydropneumatic system 
which made its debut on 
Citroen’s Traction Avant in 
1954 - a car dubbed the 
Queen of the Road at the 
time.

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MINI Countryman Cooper S E ALL4 review by Peter Keenan

ith the internal 
combustion 
engine allegedly 
heading for the 
scrapheap it 

seems that virtually every 
week a big motor 
manufacturer announces 
plans to build electric or 
hybrid cars. 

As increasingly tough 
emissions standards and bad 
publicity for fossil fuels play 
out with buyers, the new 
buzzword with motor 
manufacturers is 
‘electrification’. 

Volkswagen has just 
announced it will build 
electric versions of every 
model in its range by 2030 
while Mercedes’ parent 
Daimler has vowed a similar 
move with its own cars by 
2022. 

Mitsubishi has achieved 
amazing sales with its 
Outlander PHEV plug-in so 
it’s no surprise that BMW- 
owned MINI is leaping on 
the bandwagon with its first 
plug-in hybrid SUV - the 
impressive Countryman S E 
ALL4. 

And the new MINI ensures 
potential buyers sit up and 
take notice by making the 
electric range useable in the 


real world without 
compromising practicality. 

For those who want zero- 
emissions motoring in the 
urban jungle - and MINI 
says nine out of ten of its 
customers drive a maximum 
of 40 miles a day - the 
Countryman is undeniably 
appealing as the efficient 
lithium-ion battery powers 
the rear wheels. 

But don’t think this is 
simply a city slicker as the 
addition of a refined 1.5-litre 
three-cylinder 87bhp petrol 
turbo engine propelling the 
front wheels gives it a decent 


range and plenty of power 
for the open road. 

It is fun to drive and, while 
the S badging is slightly 
misleading, there is still hot 
hatch performance. 

The combined power units 
boast 224bhp which, with 
the help of a slick six-speed 
automatic transmission, 
sends the Countryman to 
62mph from a standing start 
in scintillating 6.8 seconds. 

The handling is excellent 
and there are also decent 
levels of grip allowing 
corners to be taken with 
confidence thanks to the 


intelligent all-wheel drive. 

There is a choice of three 
drive modes - Auto eDrive, 
Max eDrive and Save 
Battery. 

Auto allows purely electric 
driving up to a speed of 
50mph. The petrol engine 
then automatically kicks in 
as it also does if you are 
accelerating quickly or when 
the battery charge falls 
below seven per cent. 

The Max setting provides 
for purely electric driving up 
to 78mph with a range of 26 
miles, while Save Battery 
does what it says on the tin 


making the car reliant on the 
petrol engine. 

For the vast majority of the 
time Auto mode is the 
choice unless you want to 
save the electric power for a 
city congestion zone where 
zero emissions come in 
handy. 

The battery lives under the 
rear seats and can be 
charged via a household 
mains electricity socket in a 
shade over three hours or by 
a bespoke wall charger unit 
in two and half hours. 

The UK is still in the slow 
lane when it comes to 
developing charging 
infrastructure, but the 
number of sites offering 
power points for electric 
vehicles are increasing with 
most motorway service 
stations I’ve visited recently 
offering this facility. 

Overall emissions of just 
49g/km leave the 
Countryman in the lowest 
company car tax bracket 
while its £31,585 price-tag 
removes it from the clutches 
of the £310 road tax 
surcharge for motors costing 
more than £40,000. 

Running costs are further 
contained with a claimed 
fuel economy figure of 


134mpg when driven under 
stringent conditions which 
equates to a still excellent 
60mpg-plus in the real 
world. 

There is no cost cutting in 
the cabin though as soft- 
touch materials, top quality 
fit and finish, MINI’S usual 
toggle switches and the 
dinner plate central screen 
are all included. 

Plenty of kit is thrown in as 
well with the Countryman 
getting sat nav, dual-zone air 
conditioning, DAB radio and 
Bluetooth, plus cruise 
control and alloy wheels. 

The Countryman is the 
largest MINI in the range but 
the battery takes up a bit of 
space so the 405-litre boot is 
45 litres smaller than in the 
standard car. It opens up to 
1,275-litres when the rear 
seats are folded while space 
in the back for two adults 
remains excellent. 

The iconic MINI spell is 
cast through a unique 
exterior which has been 
enticing buyers since before 
Michael Caine planned the 
Italian fob. 

The addition of electric 
power looks set to make it 
even more desirable in the 
modern era.

I t’s seventh heaven for 
the Ford Fiesta. Britain’s 
best selling car retains 
the familiar name and 
trim levels as the 
seventh generation arrives 
but underneath there are 
some significant and 
worthwhile changes. 

The new model is bigger 
than the previous series, it 
has more interior room 
particularly in three-door 
style, and it sits on a 
carefully-tuned suspension 
which produces a better ride. 

The wide range of three 
and five-door models in five 
trim levels with five petrol 
engines and two diesels, two 
manual and an automatic 
transmission mean there 
really is something for 
everyone in the new Fiesta 
range. 

It’s a familiar name and 
trim but there are some nice 
surprises like the new six- 
speed manual gearbox and a 
much roomier interior while 
the Ford engineers have also 
achieved a better ride/ 
handling balance as well. 

The engines are updated 
and there is also for the first 
time in the Fiesta the 
availability of a six-speed 
manual gearbox along with a 
conventional six-speed 


automatic transmission 
which supersedes the dual 
clutch unit which had some 
issues and was costlier. 

The new Fiesta gets the 
latest Ford infotainment and 
communications system 
which seamlessly integrates 
with a mobile phone and a 
choice of large display 
screens on the fascia 
depending on trim. 

Our 125ps triple cylinder 
turbo-petrol engine was an 
instant starter and with the 
stop/start ignition system it 
was ideal for city driving as 
well as long-legged 
economy, reflected in our 


overall fuel consumption. 

It pulled well from rest up 
to moderate speed but you 
really had to make use of the 
slick changing gearbox with 
its light progressive clutch if 
you wanted to cover ground 
when overtaking, for 
instance. The acceleration is 
not rapid but reasonable. 

On the other hand it is a 
quiet engine and gearbox 
unless you edge towards the 
upper rev limit and it 
becomes much noisier and 
this can happen more 
frequently if the car is loaded 
with people and the 
performance tails off along 


with the economy. 

There is a little road noise 
but generally it’s quiet and 
wind noise is also very low. 

Secondary controls were 
well placed, operated 
smoothly and the 
instruments were fairly big 
and clear at all times, with a 
digital variable display 
infront of the driver which 
was easy to read. 

Heating and ventilation 
was straightforward and 
worked well with good 
control, output and direction 
settings, backed up by 
powered front windows. 

Oddments room was 


reasonable but not 
exceptional in a family car in 
the front and very poor in 
the back but the bootspace 
was useful even with the 
back seat in use and it 
quickly expanded when they 
were gradually dropped. 

Access was a little tight 
into the rear seats with its 
single side doors but once 
settled the room was good 
and headroom was very 
good throughout. 

For the driver and 
passenger the adjustment 
was useful on the seats and 
visibility was clear all round, 
making it ideal for driving 
school use. Wipers and lights 
were effective. 

The new Fiesta really has 
moved on in terms of ride 


quality and it seems like a 
much bigger car than it is. 
You can hear the suspension 
dismissing potholes and 
tarmac ridges but only the 
worst are felt inside. 

Road holding inspired a 
feeling of safety with its grip, 
character and easy handling 
nature and the forthcoming 
ST versions will be eagerly 
awaited. 

My first impression of the 
new Ford Fiesta left me 
smiling and a longer 
acquaintance has reinforced 
the idea that this is the best 
version so far and will 
undoubtedly keep the model 
at the top of UK sales charts. 

It has raised the game in a 
highly competitive sector of 
a tough market.

AT A GLANCE 


T he BMW 4 Series 
Coupe reminds me 
of England cricket 
legend Sir Ian 
Botham as it’s a 
world-class all-rounder. 

Whereas some other 
motors in this sector excel in 
individual areas, BMW’s 
beauty covers all the bases. 

The two-door sibling of the 
3 Series saloon was 
revamped earlier this year 
and the modern cabin, super 
chassis, excellent engines 
and sleek good looks seem 
set to maintain the class¬ 
leading sales figures 
recorded in the UK since the 
model was launched in 2013. 
COMFORT 

Having clambered into the 
low-slung 420d M Sport, a 
couple of things became 
immediately apparent - the 
seats are incredibly 
supportive and this is a 
driver’s car with everything 
you require at your 
fingertips. 

The instruments and dials 
are easy on the eye at while 
the steering wheel feels like 
it was custom-made just for 
you. The fit and finish is 
excellent and top-quality 


materials are used 
throughout the modern 
interior. 

The iDrive system, 
featuring a 6.5-inch colour 
screen, has been around for 
a while and BMW has 
perfected its rotary controller 
and buttons to be as user 
friendly as possible. DAB 
radio and sat nav are 
included as are the usual 
ways of hooking your 
smartphone up to a car. 

The M Sport version I 
drove is a popular choice 


amongst 4 Series buyers and 
it’s easy to see why as the 
muscular looks, snazzy alloy 
wheels and lower suspension 
grab your attention. 

A four-cylinder turbodiesel 
lurked under the bonnet 
which, linked to a slick six- 
speed manual transmission, 
added plenty of power to the 
mix - but not at the cost of 
frugality. 

Despite performance stats 
that show it sprinting from 
0-62mph in a shade over 
seven seconds, fuel economy 


in the real world approaches 
50mpg. The oil burner also 
ensures the company car tax 
bill is kept down thanks to 
relatively low carbon dioxide 
emissions. 

This car was rear-wheel 
drive but, as with the 
majority of BMW models 
these days, the 4 Series can 
be specified with a four- 
wheel drive system. An eight- 
speed automatic 
transmission is also available 
which defies common 
wisdom and actually reduces 


fuel consumption. 

Other power plants on the 
latest 4 Series include three 
petrol engines - the four- 
cylinder 420i and 430i plus 
the top-of-the-range six- 
cylinder 440i - and a choice 
of two other diesel engines - 
the six-cylinder 430d and 
435d. 

The M Sport is composed 
and refined on the road 
cruising along happily when 
required but also able to mix 
it on country lanes thanks to 
sharp handling, well- 


weighted steering, great body 
control and plenty of grip. 

Practicality is assured 
thanks to there being 
genuine space for four adults 
without the two in the back 
having to impersonate 
sardines. 

The boot is a decent size 
and there is plenty of cubby 
hole space for your bits and 
bobs. 

Those seeking more 
versatility can opt for the 4 
Series Gran Coupe offering 
four doors without losing the 
sleek look, while the 4 Series 
Convertible cuts the mustard 
if you want a tourer with a 
neat retractable metal roof. 

On the safety front the 
usual suspects are included 
and there are a number of 
optional extras such as 
forward collision alert with 
city collision auto-braking, 
lane departure warning and 
adaptive cruise control. 

The UK is crucial to the 4 
Series’ future as it is second 
in sales only to the USA. 
BMW expects the latest 
models to be even more 
popular and there is every
